Long before the first blow lad been shuck 


for inland railroads whereby Bangor was to 
receive the trade that surrounded her, our 
most enterprising people saw and urged the

The 
result is seen in the two railroads which 
within litUe more than a >ear Iiaxe penetrat- 
ed far enough to show us by the trade that is 
returning to our merchants that such enter- 
prise only was necessary to make Bangor the 
commercial as she is the geographical centre 
of more than one-third of 3faine 


So far, therefore, as the recovery of our 


trade is accomplished, we are in a fair way to 
success. But the peculiar circumstances m 
•nhichthe Piscataquis Eaikoad was con- 
structed, render it necessary for Bangor to 
respond still farther pecuniarily or lose all, or 
nearly all, we have invested. Our citizens are
